One 
farmer, who keeps from 6 to 10 hounds, 
was asked why he didn’t get a few of the 
coyotes that were feeding on carcasses 
about half a mile south-west of here, and 
his answer wus that he was waiting till 
the coyotes got good and fat so he could 
tun them down with his saddle pony, as 
the dogs did not have ‘spunk’ enough to 
chase the coyotes away to get a feed for 
themselves, We hope be does not get 
tired waiting, Lastly we have the badger, 
whose greatest crime is digging holes--- 
roads being mych preferred.

Bociety of Sivil Engineers ¢* Montreal 
the other day the . nnouncement was 
made that about 150 Canadian firms 
tre now busily engaged in manufac- 
tur shrapne) shells, of the regulation 
“man killer’ type, tor the British guns 
to launch upon the German forces 
now opposed to the. .. 

This subject was discussed by Mr. 
H. H. Vaugaoan, of the Canadian 
Paciiic, who suowed how the Angus 
shops ond otne>.works throughout 
Canada had, 3ince the outbreak of the 
war, turned their energies and tratis- 
formed their machines to the produc- 
tion of shells instead cv. ordinary 
railroad d commercia supplies. 
While no Military secrets were dis- 
closed as to the number of shells now 
being produced in Canada, or the 
anount of these destructive agents 
that were being shipped to the shell 
headquarters in Fraace, Mr. Vaughan | 
gave gufficient information to show! 
that once the Canadian foundrymen 
and machinists had turned their at- 
tention to war material, they had suc- 
ceeded in turning cut an article that 
was likely to cause serious cisquiet 
amongst any German forces that hap-| 

) penea to be wheres the Canadian-made 
shrapnel fired from Britisn 18-pound- 
ers, exploded 

Mr. Vaughan explained that the 
qgupply of this ammunition was one of 
the most important things in connec- 
tion with ‘he werk of an army in the 
field.

From this Mr, Vaughan proceeded 
to a description of how the ordinar- 
fly peaceful machines at the Angus 
shors had been transfcrmed into po- 
tential monsters of destruction. Ae 
showed how enormous 800 ton presses 
were usec ‘to persuade ths tensile 
steel to take the right shape; how the 
outside of the shell was pared off un- 
ail it was gavged within a thousasdti 
arth of an Inch; how the interior was 
*treated im similar fasaion, and theo 
filled. with antimoniil-lead bul‘ets, 
-ani then with melted resin. In detail 
he showed the miscrcscopic exactness 
with which these shells. had to be 
vmade, and their outsides ground dowa 
wo that each would be of exactly the 
Bame weight. 

Mr. Vaughan then explained how 
the copper bands were pressed on the 
shells to take the rifillug at exactly 
the proper degree, so that eacn shell 
fired with the same charge, would 
reach the same spot within the same 
time from the gun. He expla'ned the | 
mechanism when the shell was fired, 
6o that it could be calculated to ex- 

lode and do the maximum amount of 

illing each time. 

In explaining the working of the 
shells, Mr, Vaughan stated that it nad 
been found that every part of them 
except the copper rifling bands could 
be produced fn Canada.’ He showed 
that some twenty-five separate opera- 
tions were needed for the productiou 
of the shell itself, while almost as 
many more were needed for the mak- 
ing oi the brass cartridge for tho fir- 
ing charge. 

Mr, Vaughan ingeniously ,remarked 
that {t was a simple matter. making 
such shells, since their ‘component 
parts, tensile strength, length, dia- 
meter and other dotails had been ex- 

' actly laid down. The follo’ ing discus- 
sion, however, bro.ght out the ,facc 
that Mr. Vaughan had designed and 

a numbe, of machines caleul- 
ated to. these. 
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Public Health Service 


Crganization of a Campaign Against 
Faise Medical Practiticners 
(Contributed by University of Alberta) 

Public health work in the bost or 
ganized communities is now fully 
recognized as the highest gval of the 
community, For years, and even yet 
in many places, the public health de 
partment of a co.amunity is consider- 
ed as serving tu notify tae commun- 
ity of the presence of disease. There 
8 an indefinite understanding that 
they should in some way advise as to 
the measures to be waged against dis. 
ease. However, this work . only in 
its beginning. The full role is.as yet 
far trom being developed. Toe 
United States is unique in the organ- 
ization of the campaign against false 
medical practice. Europear countries 
pay more attention to active sanitury 
measures in the community in regard 
to the food and .water supply, as is 
shown by the comparative freedom 
from typhcid fever. The activity in the 
United States of America and Canada 
is more evident chiefly because their 
task ig proportionately greater, and 
new fields have to be conquered as 
new comm inities cre being establish- 
ed. Of the many spheres of activity, 
one is impressed by the appreciation 
of the public to the revelation of the 
truth of medical j,ractice, The sec- 
recy of medical practice in the past 
has made possible the development 
of qyackery in unscrupulous practi- 
tioners. The natural repugnace on 
the part of medical practiticners to 
appear as‘commercial advartisers has 
followed the unscrupulous holders of 
diplomas (o gain enc rmous advartags 
by using the publicity of the press 
in many forms for the eatension of 
their namcs and “specialties.” 

After many experiments in combat- 
ing this field the conscieatious mem- 
bers of the >rofessio: have decided 
that the only way to instruct the pub- 
lic is to meet pub.icity with publicity, 
not in the former gense in using the 
personal pronoun but in the frank 
discussion of the methods of those 
making false representatiois, Until 
the medical profession admits a frank- 
ness to the patient and until the pat- 
jent understands that they should not 
put a blind faith in the drug that 
c.mes out of a bottle, quackery will 
flourish: To she patient it Blould pe’ 
said thut no doctor can diagnose bis 
condition merely. from the deanery ee 

pearance of» the 
patient gitting in’ his chair with his 
clothes on, No matter how skilled 
the physician, he must muke use of . 
thorough examination of his pztient 
in all the systems, respiratory, ner- 
vous, alimentary, and urinary before 
being able to give an opinion, 
he practice {.. the United States 
of sending newspaper reporters with 
a false line of symptoms to the sus- 
pected medical quacks and the full 
report of the interview with the 
quacks being expused, has resulted in 
the people peing warned of, the exist- 
ence of such. The health Jopartment 
of every community is justified in 
analysing the standing of every medi- 
cal practitioner in the community 
from time to time, or even constantly 
doing so, u.d whe. it is apparent that 
there are false practitioners in the 
community the fact should be made 
known to the public. This is only 
une of the fields open to the public 
health service.

It is stated that the Dominion Steel 
corporation has alread received sat- 
isfactory contracts from the govern- 
ment for tuol-abase, and when the 
manufacture of the product’ has 
reached a satisfactory basis further 
heavy orders are expectec from the 
British government. The ‘extent of 
the orders has not been made public, 
but it is stated that they are highly 
satisfactory. «

sessions, From this it is learned that 
prior to the outbreak of hostilities, 
Belgium was not only the most thick- 
ly populated country in the world, 
but also about the most industrious. 
In the first 82 days of the war, dain- 
age to the extent of $1,059,836,006 had 
been done, out of which .$283,414,9 
is attributed to agriculfural injur? 
Northern France has suffered propor- 
tionately to an equal extent. Russia, 
while pre-eminently can agricultural 
country, producing near!y one-fourth 
of the world’s wheat, fully a fourth 
of its oats, a third of its barley and 
a half of its rye, still possesses im- 
mense manufacturirg industries. It 
also abounds in minerals, and its for- 
ests, of which ther. are 900 million 
acres, are the finest the earth knows. 
Canada’s interest lies in particular 
with the export trade of Germany, 
much of which this courtry Las the 
right and éxpectation to secure. In 
1913, we learn from the War Book, 
Germany imported nearly one-eighth 
of all the world had to gell, and ex- 
ported more tuan o:e-ninth of all the 
world wanted to buy. Her yearly out- 
put of manufactured gouds ran up to 
between twelve and fifteen, billion 
dollars, of which one-sixth at least 
found its way tO foreign markets that 
are now closed to her and in many 
cases will neve> be renewed. “Made 
in Germaty,” and “Made in Austria,” 
with which we had most of us become 
familiar, will, it is to be hoped, be 
largely replaced by. ‘‘Made in Canada.” 
“hat is of special interest is the fact 
that Germcny in 1913 preduced 2,720,- 
000 tons of refined sugar from beets, 
mined 260,000,000 tons of coal and 
lignite, 29,879,000 tons of iron ore 
and that while usiug in that year of 
peace 225,800 tons of copper, she 
could only unearth 23,000 tons of her 
own accord. Germany normally im- 
ported one-sixth of the cereals she 
consumes, but exports enormous 
quantities of potatoes.

Men From Trenches Are Washed by 
the Fifties 

One side of warfare which has its 
rise from the difficulties of trenen 
figating is the necessity of washing 
t men after they have werved a term 
in the mud and water with which the 
ditches are fillea. At the conclusion 
of the trench work .eir clothing must 
all be laundered ane they have to Le 
refitted completely. An officer of the 
British Medical Corps in a letter .o 
the London Times says: 

“Yesterday I had a new job. I have 
been put with my thirty-six bearers in 
a brewery, and our job is this: Whena 
brigade comes out of the trenches the 
men are very muddy and dirty. We 
have to see to the washing or the 
men. They are ‘o come in to me by 

ties. They go up to a big room on 
the seco.d floor and undress, then 
they all go down to the’ basement, 
where there are fifty tubs of water. 
They wash there and then go upstairs 
and dry themselves. 

“Meanwhile their clothes have been 
taken and sorted out. Those used up 
and torn are destroyed and the re- 
mainder are sorted out and packed in 
a wagon and sent two hundred . ards 
down the road to another brewery, 
where there are twenty-four washer- 
women, who Wash and iron all the 
clothes. The men are supplied with 
all clean things—at first with new, but 
later on those sent to the washer- 
women are ready for use, and so on 
it goes. 

“We start work at eight o'clock to- 
morrow morring and wil! go on until 
five o'clock without a break; 1,000 
men a day we have got to do. As you 
can imagine, we are very busy. We 
have to scrub the brewery out from 
top to bottom, wash out, fifty tubs, and 
we are having 2,000 towels, 500 
pounds of soap, twelve acetylene 
lamps, 600 pairs of pants, shirts, 
socks, ete., 80 you can see it is a big 
business. ’ 

“I am jolly well pleased to get it, 
The boys are working awfully well, 
and we had a topping dinner yester- 
day, awfully well cooked and I am 
feeling very fit. The guns are boom- 
ing all around us, and it looks like

Mannlicher maguzine rifle, and the 
cavalry with Mannlicher carbine. 

King Ferdiiand of Roumania, who 
succeeded his unc’e in October last, 
married In 1893, the eldsst daughter 
of the Duke of Edinburgh. Queen 
Marie is, inerefore, a first cousin or 
King George, while thruugh her moth- 
er she is a granddaughter of the Em- 
peror Alexander II. of Russia, being 
consequently a cousin of the Czar. 

Queen Marie is generally regarded 
‘3 one of -he most beautiful women 
in Europe, while the dowager queen 
“Carmen Sylva,” was a talented poet 
and writer. 

Bucharegt, the Roumanian capital, 
where the royal palace is situated, has 
a populition of about 340,000, and ts 
strongly fortified by eighteen forts 
and many batteries.
